SANITARY TEACHING IN SCHOOLS. 


Tne revised instructions, isened 10 this oflice circular No, 83, dated the 28th June 1884, 
with regard to sanitary teaching in ‘schools in Bengal, ran #8 fuilown:— ——, 

“In middle vernacular schoolk in Bengal, Dr. Cuningham's ‘Sanitary Primer’ and Baboo R. P. 
Muberjes’s *Shastiva Rekubge will amutinue to be rend.» For the upper. primary examination the 
text-hooks will henceforward be (1) Or. Cuningham's * Saritary Primer’ (omitting the part inclosed in 
square brackets) aud (2) Baboo'd, N. Mukerjea’s ° Barir Palan.’ For the lower primary standard the 
‘Sanitary Prmer’ willin future be omitted, aad Babuo J. N. Mukerjca’s ‘Saral Sarir Palan’ will be the 
only text-book.” 

The Government of India in the Home Department having directed, in a resolution 
dated the 21th Scptember 1487, that a translation of a modified edition of the “Way to 
Healtn,” a Sanitary Primer pubiished by the Christian Vernacular Society, Madras, should 
be substituted for Dr. Cuningham’s Sanitary Primer in the curriculum of primary and 
middle vernacular schovls, the Bengali translation of the ‘‘ Way to Health,” prepared under 
the orders of the Government of Bengal, will form part of the upper primary and middle 
scholarship course of 159] in substitution of Dr. Cuniugham’s Sanitary Primer. 

The reanlt of these orders will be that in middle schools in which the language is 
Bengali, Rai R. P. Mukerjea Bahadnr’s “ Shasthya Rakshya,” and in upper primary schools 
Baboo J. N. Mukerjeu’s “Sarir alan” will continue to be read, in addition to the Bengali 
translation of the “ Way to Health.” , é ; 

The Bengali translation of the “Way to Health,” which fs the property of Governthent, 
may now be ‘obtained at the Bengal Secretariat Press at one anna a copy. Under instrade 
tions from the District Magistrate or the Cheirman.of the District Board, as the case may 
be, the Deputy Inspector of each district should indent on the Superintendent, Goveriment 
Printing, Bengal, for as many copies of the book ae will probably ba required, 
public service transfer receipt far tho amount, An advance for this purpose may be mate:

Tue British Admiralty have given notice (Notice to Mariners No 107 of 1889) that 
the following information relating to St. Lazarns bank has been received from Commander 
T. F. Pullen, being the result of an examination made by H. M. surveying Vessel Stork 
and her boats, extending over aixdays, from Srd to Sth February 1889 :— 

The area of the bank within the depths of 100 fathoms is fo oblong shape, 11 miles long 
north and south, with an extreme breadth of G miles, and is included between the parallels 
of 12° 12’ and 1:° 22" S, and long. 41° 20’ and 41° 264 E. 

The general depth was found to be under 20 fathoms, the nature of the bottom being 
sand and coral. ‘The shoalest part within the depth of 10 fathoms is near the northern end of 
thesbaak, and is about 4 miles long in a north-west direction and 2 miles broad; the least 
denth found of $$ fathoms being confined to a small coral patch in lat. 12° 18’ S., long. 
41° 213K 

Beyond the depth of 100 fathoms the soundings ineresse rapidly ; at 6 miles north-east 
of the shoalest part, 1,080 fathome was found, and at 14 and 26 miles eastward of the shoal 
part 1,308 and 1,131 fathoms were obtained. 

A regular tide was observed when at anchor on the bink, the flood setting E. 8. KE.

making such visits and inspections, "

8. Every agent, or person appointed by him as aforesaid, who accompanies emigrants to 
the labour districts shall provide such emigrants and their dopondents (if any) with proper 
and pufliciont food and lodging. throughout the journey. 

9. Tho agent, or person appointed as aforesaid, must take every care of the emigrants 
during the journey. 6 must give them a cooked meal before they start; and if the journey 
is likely to occupy more than six hours, he must distribute biscuits and sugar in the proportion 
of two biscuits and one ounce of sugar to each emigrant of, and above, ten years of age, and 
one biscuit and half wn ounce of sugar to each emigrant under tho age of ten years; and if 
more than eight hours, dry provision must be supplied, such as chvora, su/to, and the like, in 
such quantity us moy be determined by the Superintendent of Emigration or other euthorized 
officer. ‘It must be seon that the clothing provided is worn by tho emigrants whenever the 
weather renders such a precaution necessary. At the close of every days march, or of a train 
journey, tho emigrants must be properly housed, and provided with a cooked meal and 
wholesome supply of water for drinking and ablution purposes. 

10. Any Magistrate or any Emharkation Agent may, if himself a medical man, examine, 
and if not himeelf a medioal man, seud for examination by a modical man, any emigrant 
or dependent who, while on the journey to the labour district to which he intends to proveed,
